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At the recent meeting of Inter Club Council, the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the organization made a recommendation 


that ICC be disbanded. 


Lee Elam, president, stated that when they tried to 
evaluate the accomplishments of ICC this year, they agreed 
that ICC has had more purposefui meetings, conducted better 
business, had more discussion, better attendance, and better 
participation than in former years of ICC. They then asked, 


“But are we doing anything?” 


In answer to this a lengthy 
discussion was held, and repre- 
sentatives speaking for their or- 
ganizations, generally felt that 
Icc was a link in a chain of stu- 
dent government, that, if broken, 
would prove detrimental fo all 
eoncerned. The Fun Fair and 
Other projects of ICC were enu- 
merated, and found to be worth- 
while by most representatives. 

Some conflict was met in that 
the social fraternities on canypus 
feel that they are attending with- 
out purpose, as the IFC is a 
strong organization, and meets 
their needs completely. It was 
then suggested that the fraterni- 
ties will be aliowed to send one 
representative from their Inter 
Fraternity Council, instead of 
one from each fraternity. 

John Attebury, vice president, 
stated that he believes the Coun- 
cil of Clubs serves as an “op- 
portunity to make themselves 
heard.” He then moved that the

All groups who are di- 
rectly concerned with this situa- 
tion, including the present Yell 
Leaders and Songsters, the Rally 
Committee, the Student Cabinet, 
and the’ Student Council have ap- 
proved these proposed changes, 
However, since this change in- 
volves an amendment to the 
ASSSC By-Laws, you the student 
body will be asked for your ap- 
proval at the general election to 
be held April 25th. 

One of the changes as pro- 
posed ig that the Yell Leaders 
and Songsters will be selected by 
a representative student board, 
and they in turn will select their 
respective Head Yell Leader and 
Head Songster. The reasong for 
this are many: 1. As it stands 
now, the Head Yell Leader is 
elected by popular vote, along 
with the regular student govern- 
ment officials. However, the Head 
Yell Leader is in an activity 
area, and not one of student gov- 
ernment, his inclusion as a pop- 
ularity elected individual is not 
congruent with operational pro- 
cedures. 2, In reference to the 
questionnaires mentioned above, 
most of the colleges advised that 
the selection of the Yell Leaders 
and Songsters by a representa. 
tive board made for more quali- 
fied personnel, and the selection 
of the Head Yell Leader and the 
Head Songster by their respec- 
tive squads made for more con- 
genial and qualified leadership. 
3, With the present situation of 
very little organization, the Yell 
Leaders and Songsters afe run 
ning into more and more prob- 
lems concerning their direction 
and organization. 

The present Yell Leaders and 
Songsters, and the Rally Com- 
mittee urge you to vote in favor 
of this proposed amendment, as 
they feel it is a valuable step for- 
ward in the overall mature or- 
ganization of this particular stu- 
dent activity area.
